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THE PHILOSOPHY OF VOLTAIRE, 
LECTURS DELIVERED BEFORE THE PHILOSOPHICAL 
SOCIETY BY WILLIAM BRACKETT. 

To estimate and determine properly the value 
of Voltaire’s services to the world, it would be 
necessary to regard him under many different 
aspects, and from many different points of view. 
For though he was not equaily great in every 
cbaracter, he excel'ed as a poet, a historian, 3 
pliilosopher, a dramatic author, a writer upon 
politics, religion, science, and almost every 
subject that can interest aad occupy the human 
mind. In all the higher graces of composition, 
in power of expression, vigor of thought, fer- 
tility of invention, wit, and fancy, and above all 
ia bis admirable clearness of diction, he out- 
stripped all of his contemporaries. aod stands 
with scarcely a peer in the hole worid of letters. 

He wrote equally well in prose and verse. As 
a dramatic auchor his own countrymen rank him 
with Shakspeare and the Greek writers of trage- 
dy, though, in my opihion, without jastice. And 
mm their estimation, too, bie great epic poem. the 
Henriade, stands as high es the Led of Homer 
or the Divine Comedy of Dante. Many of bis 
minor poems, like that upon the destruction of 
Lisbon by ap earthquaxe, breathe the highest 
spiit of lyric grandeur and effect. 

Among his prose writings, those curious crea- 
tions of his fancy, such as Candide aod L’Inge- 
nu, abounding in wit and bumor, and :ilastrat- 
ing and enforciog some great principles of hu- 


man conduct, are the most pleasing to the ma- 
jority of readers. With many, however. the 


preference is given to his correspond- 


ence, which comprises several volumes; 


with others, to bis philosophical 
essays, bis scientific treatises, or his critical and 


controversial wiitings. But, doubt lese, the firet 


place ought to be assigned to his historical 
works, in which he struck out anew path, and 
raised the miuds of men to a higher contemplation 
ot the true ends and aims of this brauch of hu- 
man knowledge. 

To do justice, therefore, to Voltaire’s merits, 
I repeat it, would require an exam.naton of a 
multitude of works, which run through a hun- 
dred volumes, and which exbanst almost every 
field of knowledge. To write the history of such 
a man is to write the his:ory of civilization for 
more than a century past; for bis labors not 
anly live after him, but they are of such a strik- 
ing and enduring character as to impress them- 
selves on succeeding generations, and give di- 
rection to much of the thought and action of 


modern society. 

Now, if I felt myself competent to analyze 
and pronounce judgment upon bis literary labors. 
bestowed upon such a vast variety of subjecte, 
I shouid hesitate to do so, if for no other reason 
than that I do not cousider this to be the bright- 
est side of his genius: In my judgment, the lit- 
erary productions of tbe bumac mind bear no 
comparison in value to the legacy it leaves us 
thiough 

ITS PHILOSOPHICAL AND SCI*NTIFIC LABORS. 
The literature oi the world counts but ae a tiffe, 
a mere banble aud plaything, wheu compared 
with the solid resuite which fl from wel.-di- 
rected investigatioos of Nature aad ber laws. 
Through these chsnoele, aud these alone, 
has the httle light vouchssfed as yet to 
mortals d.woed upon their minds. It does 
not come to them througb .waginary revelations 
made to them by some imaginary being sitting 
hieb in the clonds above us; neither is it found 
in the impassioved a, peais of the rhetorician 
ov the sentimental stiaius of the poet, or the 
well-turned periods of tue bistorian. We look 
in yaio for it in those learned tomes, now hap- 
ily corsigved to oo ivion, in which the vaious 
reigious s s ems have lound their champions 
ana apologists. We ook iu vain forts in these 
religious systems themseives. The only real 
kuuwledge we have, and the truth cannot be too 
ofen repeated, comes from the study of Nature; 
and it is wrested from ber, little by little, and 
added to the common stock, by the labora of the 
philoropler and the scientist. ; 

Now, Voltaue ba pily united, in the compi e- 
hensive sweep and structure of bis intellect, 
many of the qualities that belong to both these 
classes of teach*rs. His philosoph was cast in 
the mold of science. His inteilect was botb 
disoursivé avd practical. Hence, if he some- 
t.mes seems to soar above the earth, it is ouly 
to es roh for and biing down something to an- 
sWer 118 practical needs. .

It is not alone in the fate which attended their 
labors tha: a difference ia seen between these 
two ilinstrious meu, but they were also differeat 
iu the receptive qualities of their minds.’

A SPIRITUALISTIC VIEW OF RELICION. 
BY GORA HATCH TAPPAN. 

The attraction yesterday at Suow's Academy 
a ball corner of Green and Washington streets, 
which is used for dancing on week days and 
monopolized by the First Society of Spiritualists 
on Sundays—was Mrs. Cora Hatch Tappan, who 
bas gained somewhat of a reputa- 
tion as a trance speaker. Quite ~« 
large sudience assembled in the afternoon to 
listen to the words of wisdom which drop from 
this lady's mouth while in the trance state. The 
majority, of conree, were professed believers, 
who implieitiy aceepted Mrs. Tappan’s exhibition 
as a spiritual marvel; but the skeptical and 
critical were preseat in good force, and did not 
appear quite satisfied with the performance. 
There was apparent ground for the disappoint- 
ment of the latter. Ordinary mortals always as- 
sociate convulsion of muscles and other physical 
demorstrations with a trance, but Mrs. Tappan 
in a trance is simply like Mrs. Tappan in ber nor- 
mal condition. No nervous twitching sccompa- 
nied her iutroduction to the audience. There 
was not the slightest change in der 
from the time she entered the bail up to the 
close of her effort. And as for her leciure, it 
gave one the impression of a carefully studied 
piece instead of an impromptu address transmit:ed 
to the audience through her by sowe tamiliar 
spirit. There were just the slips of pronuneia- 
tion and trips of memory which ove expects in 
the ordinary platform speaker, and which 3 
spirit, with due respect to his surroundings, cer- 
taicly would be above committing. Many of 
those present were so struck by these facts that 
thev could not bring themselves to believe, until 
assured by those who knew, that Mrs. 
had been in any ecatatical state during the after 
noon. 

Mrs. Tappad is a blonde of small proportions 
and rather frail appearacce. Her temperament 
is what phrenviogisis would call nervous-san- 
guine. Her forehead is of an iatellectual cast; 


she bas marked spiritual eyes; but there is. 


& pained expression about the lover part of her 
face. Her method of delivery is very pleasaut, 
aud betokeas careful training of the voce, which 
is soft and sweet, aud wo little attention 
to the proprieties of elocution. She keeps 
Ler eyes almost constantly fixed upon the ceil- 
ing, which of course leads to ap attitude of awe 
and reverence, not at all unbecoming à trance- 
speaker, 

Mrs. Tappan made her appearance on the plat- 
form avout half-past 3 o'ciock, accompauied by 
Dr. Avery. After the young lady who cousti- 
tutes the choir of the society had casoled 1 
wil come to meet you, darling,” in an energetic 
but witval pleasing mauver, the trance-speaker 
was introduced. As before said, there was no 
ev.dence of an abnormal state in Mrs. Tappan’s 
action. Wulle the song alluded to was being 
sung she did cover ber face with a baodsoue 
lace handkerchief, but chat was thougut 4 very 
natuial proceeding, aud aitracted no attention. 
As soon as her name bad bean presented to the 
audience she rove slowly, aud, looking upwards, 
as theugu for inspifation, began wust p.eved te 
be a very eloquent iuvocation.

Ase revival amoug che denomiua- 
ioas of the Chiistaan Cbuicu, the receut awaa- 
eving in Great Britain afforded ample proof that 
thers was some kiod of religious power io our 
midst. Bat before peintiing out what this power 
was che gave a ief outlook of the :eligious 
aspects of the Old World, showing at the ou.set 
that Eugtaud at preseut was the onjective point 
of the operatious of the Church of Rome. 
When an ex-Premier considered it necessaif to 
pe a pamphlet on that subject we might be 
assured that the present situstion was serious, 
and that the aspeet. of relgion m 
Great Britam was not 80 favorable 
to Protestantism as she would have us i magive. 
Lhe speaker then went on to show thatthe dis- 
sensions within the Establisbed Cauch of tnat 
country threatened its desiruction. The major. 
ty in the Church bold broad views, and Dean 
Stanley enuneisted mild forme of müden ia 
Westminster Abbey, which io other ages would 
have seut him to tne scaffold. All through so- 
ciety there was a tendency to remain witha the 
Churea, aud to make it a cloak as much a6 ~~ 
ble for every form of private opinion, t was 
convenient to have a State Church for that rea- 
son, for it expelled no one except for open and 
avowed infideiity. The trewival left the Ouurch 
a little revivified, but with dove of 
the Huxleys. Tyndalls. or other materialists, 
couverted. No one wus cunvyerted by it who was 
boldly a materialist or secretly indifferent to the 
subject ot religion. For the most part tae souls 
of Eugland remained in precisely the same reia- 
tive condition that they were in before. A few 
more were added to the list of iusane from pay- 
chological excitement, and a few more manifested 
interest in benevolent institutions. but there 
was appreciable change in the thought of En- 
gland. Mrs. Lappan then alluded to the interest 
taken in Spiritualism in Europe three or four 
years ago, which was made the subject of care- 
ful scientific favestigatioh. A committee re- 
ported to alectical Society that 
Spititualism was a subject whica 
scientific men could not afford to pass by with 
impunity. Prof. Huxley had kept aloof from 
the iuquiry, bat wien the report was submitted 
he said if Spiritualigin were traa it would — 
the chasm betweéu science and reug on. Spir- 
itualism, coatinued the speaker, would stay the 
tide of infidelity aod materialism in both coun- 
tries, and rekivdle the anc.ent fires of religion. 
In America, however, the ecientist® were not 
bold, breve, or daring eoough to investigate 
calmly and deliberately the manifestea- 
tious going on around, us. America 
migbt with advantage learao a lesson io lio- 
erality in this respect from the old country. 
The present state of the public mind was favora- 
bie to Spirituahem. Materialism had been the 
siedge-hammer which had broken asunder the 
walls of denominations and creeds; iu the 
spiritual alchemy, Spirituaham was the solvent 
of religion which united Baptists, Methodists, 
and Bypiscopatians on obe common basis of in- 
aspiration. It made all religious possivie by ro- 
ducing all to their and prisune 
purity, and, despite the idolat:y which had creps 
into every form, it would maze them genuine, 
pure, free asin their original inception.

Kan., Nov. 13.—Faill returns of the 
census of this State show a total population of 
528,437. Returns were received from six of the 
frontier counties, which polled at the last elec- 
tions 1,234 votes. Allo ring four inbavicants to 
the voter, gives to these counties a total popula 
tion of 4,936, which would make the total popu- 
lation of the State ov the let of March last, 
when the census was takes, 633,378. Ihe popu-

COTTON. 


Condition of the Crop as Reported by 
the National Exchange. 

New On.eans, La., Nov. 13.—The Committee 
on [oformation and Statistics of the New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange, to whom hgve been intrusted 
the duty of compiling a National Cottoa-Crop 
report, made up from the returns of the various 
Exchanges appointed therefor by the National 
Cotton Exchange of Ameriva, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following for the montb of November: 

New Orleans Department—The New Orleans 

Coton Excaange covering that pa:t of the State 
of n not appoitioned to the Memphis 
and the Mobile Cotton Exchange, the entire 
State of Louisiana, and State of Arkansas souta 
of Arkausas River. In Louisiana from twenty- 
eigat parishes, we have received forty-thfee let- 
ters reportuny less favorable weather. A little 
more than oue-half the crop had beeu gathered. 
and with favo:able weather all will be gathered 
by the lst of January. ‘tne yield, as compared 
with last year, will increase fully 12 per cent. 
There bad been no Killing frost, but copnsidera- 
ble damage had been dove by storms. 
From Mississippi, fifty-two answers, average 
date Ist lust, report the weather as favorable 
and about the same as last year. About 45 per 
ceut of the crop is reported as picked, aud it is 
calculated that all the crop will be gathered oy 
the at of December. Peking has been retarded 
in some counties by sickness among the labor- 
ers, and in others by the late election. Rust 
aud rot have injured the yieid from 5 10 7 per 
cent, which is expected will exceed last year’s by 
trom 12 to 15 per eat. 

In Arkansas the weather is generally reported 
favorable for gathering the cross, 45 per vent of 
which is already picked. Ligh: frosts have oc- 
corred ip the State from the 15th to the goth of 
October, bus are almost universally reported as 
having dove no damage to the crop, the average 
yield being fully 50 per cent in excess of last 
year. ‘The crop will be all gathered «by the first 
weed in January. 

Charleston Department—The Cha:leaton Cot- 
ton Exchange, covering the State of South 
Carolina, sixty-four replies f:om twenty-seven 
counties. Tbe weather for October bas been 
very fayorable for ens tue crop, generally 
more so than last year. There was a killing 
frost throughoat the State the 17th of October, 
doing some damage to late cotton, but having 
little effect op most of the crop, exceedingly 
ory weatber. and in many secuous the frost, 
having caused it to mature very early. Three- 
fourths of the crop is now gathered, and. with 
favorable weather, picking will be finished by 
the 15th to the 30 h of November. The average 
vield will fell short of last year 23 per cent. The 
injury to the crop byru:t has been severe in 
man sectrous of this State, but it is impossible 
te give the percestage. Eleven replies from 
eight co.nties report the vie d on int from seed- 
cotton to be muca leas thao usual, requiriug 330 
to 360 ound of sesd-cotton to produce 110 
pounds of unt, whe:eas 300 pounds is the usual 
quantiiy. 

Sacannah Department—The Savannah Cotton 
Exchange, covering Northern. Middle, and 
Southwestern Georgia, aud the State of Florida, 
reports: lu Georgia the weatber has been good 
add as favorable as last year for gathering the 
cfop. There was a light frost on or about the 
lista of October, domg but slight damage. 
Ab ut two-thirds of the crop is now picked, aad 
will be generally finiebed the last of November. 
The ave: age yield will be over 10 per cent less 
than last year. The plant is small. but was well 
fruied. The top crop does nut fulfill expecta- 
tious, not havieg recovered from the drougnt ih 
Juiy. Ius rast on the light lands bas 
the yield full 10 per cent. In Florida the 
weather has been good and as favorabie as lost 
year. Thefe has been to injury from frost.

Jackson, DeKalb. ana Cherokee. Thirty-one ro- 
plies from eleven counties report that the 
weather could not have been more favorable. A 
killing trom oscarred from the 10th to the 15th 
of October. Lue esumated damage averages 38 
per cept, From one-half to two-thirds of the 
crop gathered; will be finished about the 20th of 
November. average of tweuty-six replies 
slow * yiela to a 2 cout than last 
year.

The sverage of 81 
aus wers give the crop at 10 per cent less than 
last year. The frost did the cotton no damage. 
Several report it as having been of benefit. Gen- 
erally there is uo complaint of labor, with the 
exception of two or three correspondents, who 
attribute thedecrease in the yield to rust, and 
replies indicate that there bas Deen no rust. 

Departmeni—From West Tennessee 
there are twenty-six replies. Twenty-five report 
very favorable weather, fifteen more favoraole 
than 1874, nine about the same. two not so good.

SPECIE 3 THE DEBTOR 

Some week or more ago we called attention 
to the fact that the greatest opposition to a 
return to specie payments was the fear of a 
large class of debtors that they would be 
called upon to pay their outstanding debts in 
a currency worth at least 15 per cent more 
than that in which the debt was contr@pted. 
We also suggested that, so long as this depre- 
ciated currency was continued a legal-tender 
for all contracts, there could be no return to 
specie payments; and as a means of render- 
ing specie payments immediately practicable, 
and at the same time preserving the equities 
of debtors and creditors, we proposed in sub- 
stance that Congress this winter should 
enact ; 

1, That the holders of greenbacks, upon rresenta- 
tion of them to the Treasury Department, be entitled 
to receive in exchinge therefor 4 per cent gold bonds, 
ee ee or any multiple of 

2. That these Vonda, having thirty years to run from 
the date of issue, be made legal-tenders in the pay- 
ment of all debts and contracts made before, say, the 
4th of July. 1376. 

3, That the legal-tender for all contracts made after 
that date shall be the coin of the United States; except 
when payment otherwise may be expressly stipulated. 
The St. Louis Nepublicam thinks that this 
is a roundabout way of scaling the debts con- 
tracted prior toJuly 4, 1876, at 85 cents on the 
dollar. This rests on the assumption that the 
4 per cent bond, at the present price of money, 
would be worth 85 cents, and that it would 
remain so, and that creditors would have to 
take 85 cents on the dollar for their debts for 
all time to come. We have to treat things as 
we findthem. We have for thirteen years 
had a paper currency which has been worth 
at various times from 50 to 90 cents on the 
dollar, and is forever fluctuating between 
these rates. It is by lawa legal-tender in the 
payment of all debts contracted as well be- 
fore 1862 as since that date. It is a legal- 
tender in the payment of every debt contract- 
ed from day to day. That currency is now 
worth from 85 to 87 cents, and there is no 
redemption of it. All the indebtedness of 
the people and municipalities of the country 
is payable in this currency, and we are going 
on from day to day making new indebted- 
ness, though we are all aware that at some 
time we must of necessity have specie re- 
sumption, and the payment of all these debts 
in coin. The act of Congress fixing January, 
1879, for a return to specie payments, cannot 
be executed until some way is devised for re- 
tiring the currency, or for suspending it as a 
legal-tender after that day. 

Our plan offers to the holders of “the cur- 
rency the original form of redemption pro- 
vided when Congress made these notes a 
legal-tender, and that was funding them in a 
national interest-bearing bond. We believe 
that in a very short time the national cur- 
rency would find its way into those bonds. 
Wedo not understand that that would be 
scaling the debt, or taking any advantage of 


the public creditors, any more than it is for 


the Government to sell a 5 per cent bond, 
and with the proceeds take up a 6 per cent 
bond. The 5 per cent bond is not worth as 
much as the 6 per cent bond, but it cannot 
be claimed that the exchange of one bond for 
the other is scaling the debt. The Govern- 
ment is now about to put on the market a 
4} per cent bond, which it proposes to ex- 
change for 6 per cents, and certainly there is 
nothing dishonest in the proceeding. 

The greenbacks are worth now about 87 
cents. Ifthe 4 per cent bond be not worth 
that much, then nobody will exchange cur-

now. The bonds may advance to 90 cents or 
to 95, or even to par, but so may the cur- 
rency. So long as the currency is exchangea- 
ble for the bonds, the value of the two forms 
of debt will remain the same, and the debtors 
will have all the opportunity they now have 
to pay their debts in either paper or bonds, 
whether the same be worth 60 or 95 cents. 
The material point gained will be that the 
country, instead of drifting as now into a 
perpetuating labyrinth of contracts on a pa- 
per basis, will be brought to anchor, and that 
it will begin the second century of the na- 
tional existence under a new system, or the 
system which the War interrupted and sus- 
pended, when all men entering into con- 
tracts will do so knowing that they have to 
be executed in specie values.. The change 
will work no disturbance with the past. All 
contracts made in the days of paper values 
will be payable in paper as before. Instead 
of having speci® payments for both the past 
and future contracts, the past will be permit- 
ted to settle its dwn debts in paper, while 
the future will begin with new books, new 
values, and on a sound and permanent basis, 
free of fluctuations, and relieved of the 
manipulations of the great gambling estab- 
lishment,—the Gold Room,—which will close 
to meet nomore. The adoption of this plan 
—the perpetuation of paper legal-tenders for 
all existing contracts—disarms and removes 
the opposition to specie payments on the 
part of thousands of honest debtors. It per- 
mits specie payments to be resumed at once, 
without disturbance or inconvenience of any 
kind. 
SECRETARY CHANDLER'S OPPORTUNITY 
Secretary Onanpier has been in the pub- 
lic service for nearly twenty years. He was 
knuwn as a positive man, having, on many 
subjects, extreme views, upon which he of- 
ten insisted with the intolerance which per- 
tains to earnest convictions. His service 
covered the period of a long civil war, with 
its bitter feuds, its sectional animosities, and 
the rancor which is inseparable from a dc. 
mestic insurrection. During his whole pub- 
lic service, and during the War, when moral 
standards were lower than usual, and when 
so many public men made personal gain an 
incident of their public service, he maintained 
his character for personal integrity, and, with 
clean hands, and honesty unimpeached, he 


was fitly appointed Secretary of the Interior, 
concerning which Department the country 
was prepared to believe the most scandalous 
reports. Secretary CAN DLn, therefore, en- 
ters that Department with an unquestioned 
reputation as an honest man, and the coun- 
try welcomes his appointment as the right 
kind of a man in the place where he has so 
long been sadly wanted. The country ex- 
pects much of him, and we think he has 
large room for an active exercise of his ex- 
ecutive authority. 

His Department embraces several branches 
of the public service,—all of them being of 
long establishment, all of them in the hands 
of corrupt men, liable to abuses, and all of 
them having jurisdiction over subjects es- 
pecially inviting to the robber, the specu- 
lator, and the conspirator. It would not be 
surprising that in the Land Office, the Indian 
Office, the Pension Office, and the Patent 
Office,—offices nearly as old as the Govern- 
ment itself,—there should be corruption or 
dishonesty to some extent. Each of these 
offices offers a fine field for the speculator 
and corruptionist. The Indian service has 
always been more or less under the suspicion 
of fraud, and mever so strongly as of late 
years. Investigations in the matter of 
frauds under the Post-Office Department and 
under the Treasury Department disclosed be- 
yond all doubt that the outside operators 
had their partners and confederates with- 
in these Departments, and that the 
very officers of the Government whose 
duty it was to protect the Government were 
under the pay of the conspirators actually 
engaged in plundering the Treasary. The 
direct and intimate relations between the 
men having control of all the official business 
of the Departments with those outside, was 
the great element of strength and of protec- 
tion on which the conspirators depended for 
success, For instance, Mr. Joycr, the con- 
victed officer in Missouri, was for years the 
Appointment Clerk in the Internal Revenue 
Department. He had personal knowledge of 
every officer in the service; he confrolled all 
recommendations; he ew when efforts 
were making to remove an.officer, and when 
to have a person appointed. He was in a 
position to inform interested persons of all 
proposed or actual changes, and of the ap- 
pointment of all special officers. In control- 
ling appointments, his office was one of great 
power. Having succeeded in filling all the 
offices with his special friends, he resigned, 
and had himself appointed. He was familiar 
with all the inside operations of the Revenue 
Bureau, and, no doubt, retained his control- 
ling influence. For years the Whisky Ring 
was protected at Washington, even against 
direct reports of their illegalities. 

If this thing were possible in the Internal 
Revenue Burean, is it* natural to suppose 
alike state of things has not grown up in 
other bureaus, less exposed to detection, and 
offering liberal opportunities for plunder? 
That there has been for a long time an inti- 
mate relation between persons holding office 
in the Indian, Land, Patent, Pension Bureaus, 
and interested persons outside, is hardly de- 
nied. Outsiders, speculating in old claims, 
questionable demands, and actual frauds, can 
well afford to fee all persons in the Depart- 
ment who can serve them directly or indirect- 
ly; they are the best and ablest counselors. 
In all these offices there are men who have 
held their places for many years, and who 
are personally familiar with every thread in 
the complicated detail of the Land, Indian, 
Pension, and Patent service. They know 
where there are placers, and where the 
proofs and evidences may be found. All this 
information is valmable to the short-termed 
Commissioners and Secretaries, but is also 
of value to qutsiders. These officers are 
considered indispensable to the Department, 
but they are also valuable to others. They 
can render valuable aid to outside parties in 
countless ways, and receive valuable compen- 
sation therefor, without attracting the least 
attention, or ever being known. 

Mr. Cnaxbpzxn, when he gets fairly enlisted 
in the business of his Department, may find 
the opportunity to rid the public service of 
al the officers who can in any way be consid- 
ered as serving two masters. While faithful 
officers may b i 


the sooner the whole batch be 
fted out of their places, the 


tion that official corruption cannot and does 


not exist among those officers of the Govern- 
ment holding confidential positions in 
branches of the public service where success- 
ful frauds are profitable. 

Mr. Cuanpuer, enjoying a national reputa- 


‘tion for personal and official integrity, has 


now within his executive control the Indian, 


Pension, Land, and Patent Bureaus. He has 


the opportunity not only of relieving all 
these offices from suspicion of frauds while 
under his control, but of so purifyiug them 
that the operation once performed will for- 
ever actas a deterrent upon those who may 
after his day hold places therein. 
OVERLOADED MANUFACTURES. 

One of the prominent mercantile agencies 

of the country has issued aschedule of the 


‘failures during the first nine months of 1875. 


They foot up 5,334. The liabilities were 
$131,172,503. It is a remarkable fact that 
the manufacturing States furnish more than 
one-half the failures. Under a healthy state 
of trade, this fact would mean that the price 
of labor or raw materials, or both, had risen 
suddenly and greatly, probably on account of 
a war which drew a large part of the working 
classes into the army or cut off the supply of 
some staple material. English manufactur- 
ers were forced into bankruptey when our 
War quintupled the price of cotton 
by reducing the attainable supply, 


{and German manufacturers failed when 


German operatives had to march 
to Paris. When the price of labor or materi- 
al suddenly rises, the manufacturer can no 
longer produce goods at anything like the 
price at which they have been selling. His 
customers desert him, and he runs the risk of 
failure. But none of these causes can be 
called into play to explain the failures of our 
manufacturers during the first nine months 
of this year. The New York Dulletin, which 
is a recognized authority in matters of trade, 
has been publishing statistics which show 
that cotton is now a trifle lower, reckoned in 
gold, than it was in 4860; that wool is also 
cheaper ; and that the wages of the great ma- 
jority of factory-hands are—to say the least 
—no higher now than they were then, esti- 
mating their money in gold. Why, then, are 
the manufacturers forced to close their mills, 
discharge their hands, and assign their 
shrunken assets for the benefit of their cred- 
itors? The reason lies in what is miscalled 
protection.“ Our manufacturers are con- 
fined to the home market. They cannot turn 
out of their tariff-taxed buildings and trans- 
port on tatiff-taxed railways, and then ship 
abroad, goods that can be sold in competition 
with those produced either in the country to 
which these are shipped, or in other countries 
in which no tariff swells the cost of manu- 
factured wares. If the tariff were rearranged 
and cut down to a reasonable rate, our mer- 
chants could export their cotton fabrics to 
India, to China, to South America, to Europe, 
as they did in 1860, before the Morr tariff 
handicapped the industries it was in- 
tended to promote. They could supply 
the world with edged tools, as they once did, 
underselling English manufacturers in the 
English market. They could build steam- 
ships that would monopolize the immensely 
lucrative carrying traffic of the Chinese 
rivers, as they did fifteen years ago, but do 
no more. They could contest with England 
the supremacy of the seas, did not our mod- 
ern embargo, the protective tariff, paralyze 
ship-building, close all the ship-yards, save 
those where lobbying contractors make 
rotten iron coffins in the shape of ships, and 
drive our flag almost from the ocean. Our 
manufacturing interests are tariff-cursed. 
The only way to permanently revive them is 
to throw open to them the markets of the 
world, both to buy and sell in, and cease to 
restrict them within the comparatively nar- 
row limits of one country by aring of Cus- 
tom-Houses.

JOYCE AS AN ORATOR. 

Certainly if a man can ever be eloquent it 
is in self-defense; and no circumstance is 
more calculated to enhance the eloquence of 
such a moment than the yawning vault of a 
State’s Prison which is to close upon the or- 
ator and prevent any farther display of his 
art for three years and a half to come. This 
was the condition which gave birth to Col. 
Joycr’s outburst just before receiving the 
sentence which he himself had courted to avoid 
a more severe sentence elsewhere. Not all the 
** crooked” whisky which he has passed dur- 
ing his official career, if imbibed by the com- 
bined legislative bodies of the universe, 
could have produced so brilliant and startling 
an exhibition of oratorical pyrotechnics. The 
great efforts of the past pale in the 
light of this modern apology. It will 
pass into the classics with Dzmosraenss’ 
“De Corona” and Cicero's OCatiline 
orations. It will find its way into the rhe- 
torical readers alongside of Pataiox Henry's 
famous harangue on liberty, Prrr's reply to 
Watrotz, Mark Awnrony’s oration over 
Casar’s dead body, and Dau Wesster’s 
apostrophe to ALexaNnpeR Hamiton. The 
youthful heart of future generations will be 
fired with indignation and melted in tears at 
the first reading of those vivid passages, as 
unmindful of the fact that they were inspired 
by Whisky, as the fascinated reader of D- 
Quincey is of the influence of opium in 
his exquisitely-rounded periods. Thus will 
Joyog live, and Joyce's words burn one gener- 
ation after another, till they are extinguished 
by parsing like Miiron’s Paradise Lost 
and Poituor’s Course of Time.” 

It is possible that Joyce may have made 
more money in whisky, but he would have 
earned more reputation had he gone into the 
pulpit, or the rostrum, or upon thestump. If, 
instead of sending out ‘* crooked whisky to 
be sold for less than the tax thereon at one 
bar, he had put in his appearance at another 
bar, he might not now be looking from bo- 
hind a third bar. The eloquence of this sin- 
gle effort in his own behalf before the Court 
at Jefferson City must be the concentrated 
brilliancy of alifetime. No member of Par- 
liament from Ireland ever protested more ve- 
hemently against the wrongs of his race than 
when Joxcs defended the whole Chris- 
tian sect in his own person from the 
hereditary persecution of the Jews as typified 
in a rectifier, gauger, and storekeeper of ac- 
cidental Israelitish extraction who testified 
against him. This marvel of eloquence should 
be sent on to Gustav Dore, to “whom Joxcz 
refers so admiringly, and it will scarcely fail 
to inspire the bold delineator with new ideas 
of the Hebrew character. Joron has a pro- 
found contempt for men who steal small 
things when large ones are conveniently at 
hand”; he finds in them the prototypes of 
‘peddlers of fraud and perjury,” and con- 
signs them “ to the devouring fires of a rotten 
conscience.” Could a more terrible fate, 
more vividly pictured, await the veriest rogue 
that goes unhung ? 

It was a pity that Jorcr’s eloquent 
should have boen intrusted to the untender 
mercies of the telegraph, aud have made ite 


| ret appearance to the world in the obsuure 


garb of nonpareil type. Joyce should have 
been seen and heard to be fully appreciated ; 
but, even at this distance, we can admire the 
man who approaches a vile felon’s cell for 
having swindled the Government that em- 
ployed him with the same ‘‘lofty courage 
that inspired Sir Watrer Raxeicn at the 
block.” We can imagine that such a compari- 
son may cause even the proud RALI on to 
turn his ashes over in the grave. There is 
also an illimitable consolation in the reflec- 
tiog of one who goes to the Penitentiary 
that the prison walls hemmed in Gattuzo, 
ConumBus, Tasso, and Narozzon,” and that 
the bars of a jail do not measure the 
minds of men.” Just what points 
of comparison there are between sei- 
ence, poetry, and war—‘‘ monarchs of 
the hour and masters of eternity "—and the 
official sanction of manufacturing and selling 
“crooked whisky, is not readily apparent 
to the ordinary mind; but Joros evidently 
knows and feels them, and that is enough. 
There must also be a feeling akin to divine 
peace and consolation in the reflection which 
Jorce carries with him to the Penitentiary 
t hat the rain falls lightly on the mountain, 
the sun shines warmly on the plains, and the 
flood even now is settling into its former bed, 
where the crystal waters shall again reflect 
the green foliage, the oak, and the sycamore, 
and the gentle breezes and birds shall make 
merry music in the cathedral aisles of a gen- 
erous nation.” Was there more inspiration 
than this in the crude eloquence of 
Caartes XII. of Sweden when he roused 
the sparse ranks of an undrilled army to 
great deefls of valor, or in the flowery peri- 
ods of Lamartrinz when he soothed the sav- 
age breasts of the infuriated French revolu- 
tionists with the music of his voice ? 

Who can doubt that Joroz, like truth 
erushed to earth, will rise again, when he 
says: ‘*I shall breast the pelting storm, and 
lift my head clear and bold to the coming 
sunshine of truth and redemption 7 It may 
be that, when Joros does rise again, he will 
not get an appointment in the Government 
revenue service, nor deal in “ crooked” 
whisky, but he wil) have had the benefit of 
his experience. He mast console himself 
now with the teflection that whom the 
Lord loveth he chasteneth,” and that, in get- 
ting three years and a half at Jefferson City, 
he escapes thirty years at St, Louis. It is 
this brief hiatus in his life as a free and inde- 
pendent American office-holder that bas re- 
vealed to him his marvelous oratorical gifts. 
His oration, whether contemplated as a work 
of art from the exor dium to the peroration, 
or as the spontaneous outburst of native and 
undiscovered eloquence, is fearfully and won- 
derfally made up, and should command the 
admiration of gaping millions. 


SCRUTIN D'ARRONDISSEMENT. 

The adoption of the general constitutional 
laws known as the Watton Constitution 
by the French Assembly settled all the press- 
ing questions of the moment but two,—the 
method of electing the Lower House of the 
new French Parliament, and the time when 
the present Assembly was to cease its wise 
usurpation of power and commit official sui- 
cide, Above and beyond these questions is 
that of the future head of the State, but that 
will not be decided until 1880, when Marshal 
MacManon’s septennial term expires. It has 
only a theoretical interest now. When the 
Assembly reassembled, a few days ago, 
it had to decide whether its successor 
should be chosen by the scrutin de (le 
or the sorutin d arrondissement. The ex- 
planation of these puzzling terms is 
a simple one. France is divided 
into departments, presided over by Prefects, 
and each department is composed of a num- 
ber of arrondissements, or districts, which are 
ruled by Maires, or Mayors. Prefects and 
Mayors are all appointed by the Ministry at 
Versailles. It was proposed by the Conserv- 
atives that each arrondissement should elect 
a representative, as each Congressional Dis- 
trict with us chooses a Congressman. ‘The 
Republicans wished each department to vote 
en masse for a long list of candidates, one for 
each arrondissement, but each voted for by 
all the arrondissements in the department. 
The first method is called srutin darron- 
dissement, the second scrutin de liste. 

In support of the former, the Conservatives 
urged the precedents of England and the 
United States, the ease and simplicity of 
voting, and the dangers of the list system. 
They said that the latter would merely insure 
a plobiscitum at every election. Some one of 
the many men who bope some time to 
rule France, a Bourbon, an Orleanist, 
Narotzgon IV., Gamoerrra, M. Turers, would 
be placed at the head of a list in each depart- 
ment, and the people would thus be called 
upon to vote directly for their supreme 
ruler, inasmuch as his receiving a majority 
of the popular vote would be equivalent to 
indorsing his aspirations, and would embolden 
him to snatch at supreme power and change 
the form of government to suit himself and 
his aims. It is obvious that such a contest, 
repeated every few years, would be fatal to 
any stability of government. 

On the other hand, the Republicans asserted 
that voting by arrondissements would enable 
tue Central Government to ex ercise an influ- 
ence, fatal to all freedom of election, and 
that voting by departments was more in con- 
sonance with universal suffrage. The latter 
point is sentimental and meaningless; the 
former is not without force. 

The issue of the contest was so uncertain 
that the Ministry, while ardently supporting 
the scrutin d’arrondissement, took pains to 
announce that they would not make the 
question a Cabinet one, Which meant that 
they would stay in office, whether they lost 
the day or not. By the small majority of 31, 
—857 votes to 326,—the scrutin d’arrdndisse- 
ment became part of the fundamental law of 
France. anal 


The recent illness of Vice-President Wrison 
furnishes occasion for recalling the facts that 
eighteen persons have held the office of Vice- 
President of the United States. Of these, 
three—Jogn Apams, Taomas Jerrerson, and 
Murm Vas Buren—were subsequently 


take the oath there, and it was administered 
to him by the American Consul. He return- 
ed to his home at Catawba, Ala, and died 
April 17, 1852, the day after his return. Of 
those who have held the office, HNr. 
Hamury, Scnvyter Conrax, and Hewry Wir- 
son alone survive. Of those who have held 
office as Vice-President, Messra Buna, Caz- 
nobx, Vax Bunzx, R. M. Jonssox, Trix, 
Dallas, Ka, Humm, AxpRew Jounson, 
and Henry WISO had served previously in 
the Senate; Genny, Tomerys, Firuworer, 
Buxcxxxxmox, and Coirax bad served in the 
House; and Calnoux, Ricuarp M. Jonxsox, 
Krxa, Hamu, and Axnpaew Joxxson had 
served in both Houses. Jonm Apams, Jzr- 
renson, and Gerry were signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. 


TITLE TROUBLES. 

Our system of transferring real estate is by 
no means perfect, though it is a great ad- 
vance on the plans which prevail in Europe. 
Registration is an admirable thing, but the 
cost of searching a title increases in undue 
proportion as the chain of titles grows 
longer. Moréover, while the common law 
theoretically ‘‘abhors a perpetuity,” it does 
not always permit the practice of its theory. 
We have no primogeniture and no entails. 
Mr. Horace Warrs, in his letter to Taz 
Tarom a short time since, hinted at a disa- 
greeable truth when he said: I strongly 
suspect that any land-ownver desiring to con- 
trol his estates after death for ‘a life in ease. 
a life in passe, and twenty-one years thereaf- 
ter, can do so by making a will to that ef- 
fect.” The tale of a Boston title, as told in 
the last number of the American Law Review, 
is a striking proof of the technical troubles 
of titles under our system. 

A Mr. IxdALILs, of Boston, left a niece of 
property in that city to his son, Mr. WLAN 
INGALLS, many years ago. He also left two 
legacies of $25,000 apiece to his nephews. 
When the-estate was settled, the real prop- 
erty was the only thing left after paying the 
debts. In 1860, the nephews sued for their 
legacies. The Court held that the devise to 
the son was invalid, inasmuch as it gave him 
only what he would have taken at any rate 
by descent, but that the legacies were a valid 
devise and so were a prior claim. Judgment 
was entered for 250,000 and interest. The 
whole amount was $143,000. The property 
passed under the hammer and was bought by 
the nephews, in 1862, for a trifle less than 
the sum due them. Straightway, a certain 
Joun Roos sued for the land In 
1750, its owner had willed it to his 
brother if he should die without issue. 
The ‘brother's daughter took the property 
after her father’s death and willed it in 1790 
to her daughter. It finally passed from the 
latter to the senior Inaatis. But the will of 
1750, when judiciously interpreted, was held 
to convey the land to the heirs atlaw. The 
legal heir in 1790 was the father of Jonn 
Rodxns. The latter showed this, ousted the 
nephews after three years’ possession, and 
got the property. Still its fate was not set- 
tled. A briefloss attorney of the Boston Bar 
whiled away his leisure in studying this 
curious title. He found that it had been con- 
veyed in 1710 by a deed to a certain Jounson, 
but not to him and his heirs. Consequently, 
it legally reverted, upon Joumnson’s death, 
to the man who sold it to him. 
This man’s heirs were bunted up. 
A speculator bought their claim, sued 
on it, and won the bone of contention. 
After the Boston fire, he erected a splendid 
building upon the land. But Mr. Wo11u.M 
Ix ALL had meanwhile discovered an earlier 
document than any yet brought into court. 
It was a will, dated 1660, and conveying the 
land upon condition that a certain part of it 
should never be built upon. The condition 
had been violated, end the title therefore 
went back 215 years to the testator of 1660 
and descended to his heirs. The heir in 1875 
was Mr. Incatts. The latter forthwith sued. 
The land-holder consulted a medium, and 
was advised to compromise as best he could. 
Incatzs finally got back his land, after fif- 
teen years’ dispossession, and found himself 
far richer therefor in 1875 than he had been 
in 1860. His title has since been examined 

| by experts and found to be perfectly good. 


| So the story ends. There may be a next 


chapter, however, and that may tell of the 
finding of some deed prior to 1600, which 
will oust Incatts again and put somebody 
else in as owner. 

Probably no parallel case to this could be 
found in this section of the country, for it is 
as yet too young. But our chains of title, 
thanks to the rapidity with which speculative 
property passes from hand to hand, sre al- 
ready inordinately long. Our statute of 
limitations has many claims, but leaves a 
loophole for some queer ones. It is doubtful 
whether the present registry system can be 
profitably retained. What is needed is a 
system that will make the ‘transfer of real 
and personal property equally cheap, easy, 
and safe. The Towns plan, which has had 
fifteen years’ successful trial in Australia, 
may be the summum bonum, or it may be 
susceptible of improvement. In any event, 
the, question is one for legislators and think- 
ers to study.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


RAISE OF RATES TO WESTERN POINTS. 

Raising the rates is now the regular 
the day with the railroads. Hardly a week 
passes that new tanffs are not made, and in 
every instanee the pew rates are higher than the 
old ones. The latest raise was made Saturday, 
when the General Freight Agents of the roads 
leading to the Soutbwestand West from Chicago 
aud St. Louis succeeded, after numberless con- 
sultatous, in agreeing upon higher rates to 
points on the Missouri River. They also agreed 
upon arbitrary rates on all freights starting 
from Fasten points, and consigned to 
Souchwestera towns. The arbitrary rates 
agreed upon from Chicago to Atchison, 
St.. Joseph, Kansas City, and Leavenwortb 
are as follows: Fust class, 90 cents; second 
class, 70 cents; third class, 50 cents; fourth 
class, 40 cents; and special class, 35 cents. The 
rates from St. Louis, Quincy, Hannibal, and 
Louisiana to the above points will be as foi- 
lows: Furst class, 68 ceuts; second class, 49 
ceuts; third class, 31 cents; fourth class, 24 
cents; special class, 21 cents. As announced 
yesterday, the truuk-lines leading from tie East 
to Chicago have also agreed to advance the rates 
of freight West to-day, on the basis of 50 
cent above those of the past few months. e 
roads claim that these rates are still lower than 
tbey have ever before beeo at this season of the 
year, and that there is but littie margin left 
when the severe weather sets in. If the rail- 
roads would only desist now from making 
any further advavces there would be but little 
cause for complaint. It is better to have a fair, 
steady rate than to have the rates continually 
uusottled, the shippers not knowing what tuey 
will be the next day. There is, however, much 
danger that the r mow that they are 
um. ted and work in harmony, will not be_satisfied 
with the rates as they pow are, but will go on 
and make one advance after another until 
Supper will be compelled to seek other chan- 
nels for the transportation of their goods, and 
thus force the eombioation to come down again 
to fur aod equitable figures. 

Ihe Rauvroad Gazelie, io speaking of the re- 
cent advavees, makes the following comments, 
which, however, seem rather partial to the rail- 


ro : 
Within a few weeks there have been advances in the 
d freight through retes between the Kast 
and the West, and the former are pow fixed at the 
charge which prevailed steadily several years until the 
competition war broke out last spring: while the rui- 
ing freight rate, that on fourth class from Cuicago to 
New York, is made 40 cents per 100, grain, however, 
which usually is the same as fourth class, being only 
0 cents.

It is simply «4 
question of domestic German politics, in 
which we are interested purely as observers. 
Even Dr. Kapp’s advice to depounce the treaty 
at the earlicat possible date, January, 1378, does 
not immediately concern the Uuited States at 
this stage of the discussion. 

But to return to the Reichs-Anzeiger and its 
paragraph of last week. This Government or- 
gan began by explaining the difficulties which 
bad never ceased to arise in the application of 
Article IV. It had never beeu formally de- 
clared by the Government that under the 
option given by that article it would iovanably 
regard two years’ residence after returning as a 
renunoiation of American citizenship. In some 
cases. the police has observed sach a rule aud 
drawn the vic.im into the army. Lu. other cases, 
where even after the t»o yeara the person co 11 
prove an wtent to return, be had been released 
ou the represevtation of the American 
Minister to the Foreign Oles. But this 
method was arbitrary and capricious. 
le was as unjust to naturalized citizens 
who, without any warping, and in absence of avy 
obligation imposed oa the diliciaisa, suddenly 
found themselves fined for no.-performance of 
military daty, as it was vexatious to the Lega- 
tiou and the Poceign Ollfice. The eiche Aren 
ger, therefore, announces the rule by which the 
German autboritfes will neaceforta be governed. 
On the expiraden of the two years of 
grace the retu ung emigrants, will not at once 

ensnared as in a Uap without any choice. 
Their ioteut aot to return to America after that 
time will indeed be presumed. They will become 
theoreticr ly liable at once as new German sub- 
jects. But they will have the alternative of 
actually leaving the country within a prescribed 
peri or of remeiving:- as German subjects. 
The intent to return is to be provea by 
the act of returning; the intent to remain is 
proved —— the act of remaining. This rule. 
ubtless fully within the competence 
of the German authorities, will gieatiy sim, lily 
the execution of the treaty, even while it seems 
to bear hardly on one class of American citizens.

AN IMPOSTOR UNMASKED. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune :

THE 500-MILE WALK, 
THE UNDERTAKING FAIRLY BEGUN. 

The great Wesion-O’Leary match began at 8 
mioutes aud 19 seconds after 12 this morning. 
The spectators began to assemble at about 11 
o'clock, aud winle they did not appear ic 
very great numbers, those who did come 
were evidently sporting-meo or men 
who deligbt in the exhibition of 
pluck and endurance, although not baving at- 
taiued to the dignity of that designation. THE 
Trisryz reporter found Mr. O'Leary in bis 
room on the east side of the Exposition Build- 
ing, where he lay oo a lounge, and was loosely 
covered with a blanket. His wife wes in the 
room, and be was also attended dy bis friends 
Libby and Aldridge. Dr. Dunn came in to see 
bim jist before tue walk. aud found bum feeling 
remarxably well.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
THE FIRE-ALARM SERVICE. 
To the Editar of The Chieaco Trvbune : 

Cu1eaco, Nov. 14.—In reading Taz Trrscws 
of this morning I noticed that the Superintend- 
ent of the city dre-alarm telegraph has asked 
for a large appropriation for rebuilding and put- 
ting the wires on poles. The wisdom of sucb a 
movement ou the part of the Superintendent is 
not apparent. as a matter of greater eiliciency of 
the service, nor of economy tothe tax-payers. 

For a number of years pas“ there has been no 
department of the City Government 
more inefficientiy and expensively man- 
aged than this same one. There 
can be no reason why the wires may not be con- 
tinued suspevded from the tops of houses with 
equal advantage to the telegraph service, and 
with great economy to the citizens, if the ordi- 
nary care was taken in their covstruction and 
repair that other telegraph companies use in the 
building and management of their respective 
lines. 

To furnish new wires and place them upon 
poles would of necesé.ty entail an expense upon 
the city of not less than $60,000, which, io the 
present depleted condition of our finances, we can- 
not possibly afford. If the Superintendent of the 
fire-alarm telegraph would devote a very ema)! 
amouot of his vaiuable time to his legitimate 
business, for which tbe city pays him so liberal- 
lp, and see that the wires were not, as they 
pow are in very many places, lying flat upon the 
roofs, and against chimneys, bric« walla, trees, 
and lightuing-rods, oovered with all sori of 
litter aud rubbisa, yotil sometimes they might 
easily be mistaken for ciothes lines, he would 
secure the re yuisite efficiency of even the pres- 
ent lines, without auy additional cost beyond the 
ordinary and current appropriations. 

Where are the repairers of the lines? In- 
stances can be iuted out where the wires 
were aud are 80 low as to endanger hats and 
beads alike, aud bave continued in this disagree- 
able, dangerous, and diseraceful cundiiion for 
mon. bs at a time, without receiving the slighi- 
ext attention whatever from the maguate of tue 
fire-alarm service. 

At the urgent solicitation of the Saperintend- 
ent, the eit. about a year since, purchased 200 
pateat, doubio-pack-actiun, reciprocaung, fire- 
almm boxes, at F. 50 apiece, ageregatung the 
enormous sum of $50,000, aud yet uot over ten 
of these expensive baubles are to- day in posi- 
tion, or have ever been io use by the Dopart- 
meut. ‘This is certainly a hea'thy exhibit to tax- 
— This certainly is suggestive of very 

te mice, to say the least. 

Our city bas repeatedly been disgraced by the 
inefticiency and blunderiog incompetency of our 
Fire Department, and not until millions upon 
mullious had been swept away in the wrath of 
the destroying element; not until capital had 
fied and was still fleeing ; not until the remnant 
and remains of surviving insurance compauies 
bad again and again bied at the shrine and altar 
of our disgraceful mismanagement, and refused 
to write further ayon Cuicaco risks, did the peo- 
pie arise aud demaod a reform and an eificient 
administration of the Fire Department service, 
and reecued it from the ancient control and stu- 
pidity of the cormorants who had so long sigual- 
ized their want of brains or their avarice. 

Why may not, aod why sbonild not, oor fire- 
alarm telegraph be correepondingly reformed, 
and resuscitated and made subservient to the 
interests of the city and the tax-payers, and an 
era of compe ene an efficiency inauguraced 7? 

The peopie have not yet forgotten the fire at 
Wahl's glae-factory, which was almost con- 
sumed before it was known to the olfliciais at 
head.juarters that a fire was even ip progress. 
No satisfactory explanation has ever been made, 
despite the woitewashing investigation made on 
account thereof. 

The facts simply are that the people of this

Further Attempts to identify the 
Body Found in Hough’s 
Slip. 


It Seems Settled that the Dead Man Was 
Not Paul Bauch. 


Evidence that Deceased Was a 
Miner Named Burr. 


And that there Has Been Another Ziegen- 
meyer Case in Chicago. 


The remains of the floster picked up in 
Hough's Slip early Saturday morping are still at 
tho · Morgue, avidentified. One thing is certain. 
that it is not Paul Bauch. He came here from 
Maquoketa Wednesday, Oct. 27, and was seen 
by various persons around town, among them 
Mr. Andreas Stamm, keeper of a drag-store at 
No. 192 Biue Island avenue. Bauch came into 
his store in a slightly inebriated condition. and 
when he left be said he was going back home 
to his folks. Instead of going south as, was re- 
ported in yesterday's paper, Mr. Stamm says he 
tooæ a horse-car and went mn a northerly direc- 
tion. It appears that Bauch resided in the 
neighborhood some two years ago, and by his 
free-and-easy style became well koown io the 
locality. His parents in Germany are 
quite wealthy. but would not keep Paul 
at home on account of his 1 0 
babite. He was a tall. good-looking young fel- 
low, and the very essence of a g 
beer-drinking, iodoleut German student. Dur- 
ing the time that he resided on Blue Island av- 
enue he earned quite a reputation m his way. 
The first of every month he received an install- 
ment of 440 in gold from his parents, and he 
was in the habit of disappearing for 
several days after receiving it, invariably 
turning up on the fourth or 
fifth day of the month, with not a single cent to 
command. He was known ia all the saloons as 
a jolly good fellow, and received numerous small 
loans from nearly allof them. When he mar- 
ned into some wealth, some ten months ago, he 
passed througb this city on his way to Iowa, and 
took advantage of his visit to take up all 
bis little wndebteduesses around town. His 


business in Maquoketa was vot first-class, 


and not at all suited to Paal's temperament. 
Mr. Stamm recently received a letter from his 
partner, Dr. Ehriich, ani from the tone of it 
there is uo doubt but that Baucn's easy ways 
have rau away sith his better sense, and that ne 
is now spendiog the $950 which he procared at 
Clinton a few days before he ran away.
